Fun, Frivolity, Fire, Fatality 
All Feature The Fourth 


This is the Fourth of July weekend— 
a time for fun, frivolity, fire and fatal- 
ity. 
It is no secret that this weekend, par­ 
ticularly when it stretches out as it does 
this year, is one of the most destructive 
of the year. 
A holiday set aside to celebrate one of 
our most important historical events, 
the signing of the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence, has become an annual trag­ 
edy of flames, water and highway. 
The California Highway Patrol and 
other peace officers are issuing their 
annual appeal for safe, courteous driv­ 
ing on the highways and for s a f e t y 
checks on the mechanical parts of your 
car. 
Marin County’s fire chief has urged 
extreme caution with fireworks, which 
are illegal in practically all parts of the 
county. He pointed out the danger not 
only of injury to unskillful young hands, 
but also to the dry grass and brush 


which already this year are of tinder 
quality. A firecracker could lead to a 
holocaust. 
Water needs special care. Drownings 
always figure large in the death toll 
over the Fourth. In swimming, beware 
of fatigue and the undertow. Out boat­ 
ing, obey every safety precaution. If 
you don t know what they are, learn 
them. 
One way you can do this is to go to 
Loch Lomond Yacht Harbor Monday 
afternoon. The Sheriffs Marine Patrol 
will explain some of the things you need 
to know and what to do if things go 
wrong. The Red Cross will demonstrate 
mouth - to - mouth 
resuscitation. And 
Coast Guard Auxiliary inspectors will be 
on hand to safety check all boats which 
sail into the harbor or are brought there 
by trailer. This service will continue all 
the rest of the week.

Moscow University today is 
training the young people who 
will guide Soviet destinies a 
generation hence. And H is 
producing 
what, 
to 
many 
Westerners, appear to be a 
generation of snobs. 
This applies to the students 
of Great Russian nationality, 
from the huge central Soviet 
state whose Russians domi­ 
nate the many other nationali­ 
ties making up the 15-repub­ 
lic Soviet Union. 
Often, say foreign graduate 
students studying in Moscow 
u n d e r exchange arrange­ 
ments, there is more than a 
little racial arrogance in the 
Russian student’s makeup. 


FREQUENTLY A foreign 
visitor notes his Russian col­ 
league ridiculing a Mongol or 
some other dark-complexion­ 
ed student from Soviet Cen­ 
tral Asia. Gossip about one 
incident involving a student 
from Africa has assumed pro­ 
portions of a scandal. 
The incident occurred some 
months ago at a university 
dance. Foreign students tell 
it this way: The Negro want­ 
ed to dance with a white Rus­ 
sian girl. She refused him. 
Later he tried to cut in while 
she danced with a Russion 
student. The Russian chal­ 
lenged the Negro to meet him 
outside. There the Negro was 
waylaid by a group of Rus­ 
sian students. The beating 
landed him in a hospital. 
The incident may have been 
more of a student brawl than 
actual racial antagonism. But 
it had an effect upon other 
foreign students. Indeed, it 
affected their attitude toward 
the new “People’s Friendship 
University” announced Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khrushchev. 


THIS SCHOOL, scheduled 
to open in the fall, is to be 
for African, Asian and Latin 
American students up to the 
age of 35. R will offer free 
tuition and dormitories, liv­ 
ing allowances and free travel 
to and from Moscow. Plans are 
to open with an enrollment 
of 500, to be expanded to 
5,000 in three years. 
This school will be entirely 


separate from Moscow Uni­ 
versity’s student body, with 
separate faculties and separ­ 
ate facilities. And it is arous­ 
ing some resentment a m o n g 
foreign students who say they 
feel it will be a means of iso­ 
lating them from the Russian 
students. Already some are 
calling it “Apartheid Univer­ 
sity.” 
About 1,500 foreign stu­ 
dents are studying in Mos­ 
cow. The great majority are 
from Asia and the Middle 
East, about 120 from black 
Africa. The Soviet student 
body numbers 14,000, includ­ 
ing 5.000 at the university’« 
downtown branch. 


THE ATTITUDES of Rus 
sian students have produced 
adverse reaction from many 
a student from countries in 
the 
underdeveloped 
world, 
where communism is most 
anxious to make an impres­ 
sion. 
One graduate American stu­ 
dent observed that Moscow 
University wiH be sending 
back to that area many a con­ 
firmed 
young 
anti-commu­ 
nist. 
An Egyptian reports bis 
dismay at the straitjacketed 
minds of the Russians. He 
looks on the students as young 
people wearing blinders, un­ 
willing to look at outside 
ideas and satisfied to surren­ 
der individuality to the state 
Students from Asia, coming 
from families accustomed to 
high living standards, express 
shock at the low level they 
have noted in the U S S R. 


THERE ARE SOME indica­ 
tions that educated young 
Russians resent the more ob­ 
vious crudities of P r e m i e r 
Khrushchev on 
the 
world 
stage. Like many an average 
Russian, the students, too, pin 
their hopes for a prosperous 
future to better relations with 
the United States. Khrush­ 
chev's blasts at President Eis­ 
enhower have had little dis­ 
cernible 
effect 
upon 
the 
friendly attitude of the «tu- 
dents toward Americans.

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The Monterey— Boat Builder's Pride 


She's Sturdy And Stable, 
With Pleasure Craft Look 


By DOROTHY S L A T T E R Y 


Skipper 
William 
E. 
An­ 
drews stands at the wheel of 
the 29-foot Monterey sliding 
from her Sausalito berth into 
the choppy, glimmering wa­ 
ters of the Bay. 


The T«a Paloma is a strong- 
backed fishing hull with a 
highly varnished cabin, lino- 
leumed companionw ays, fin­ 
ished cockpit and brass fit­ 
tings that give her the ap­ 
pearance of a pleasure boat. 


Even her nine horsepower* 
ed Hicks heavy duty gas en­ 
gine is painted tri color: The 
bottom, 
bright 
green: 
the 
belly battleship grey, and the 
top. crimson. Owner Andrews 
says he “ keeps the working 
man s engine pretty because 
people have to look at it.” 


The pistons of the noisy 
Hicks 
beat 
up 
and 
down 
like a telegrapher’s key and 
the exhaust pipe mounted on 
the cabin snorts like a wheez­ 
ing teapot. 


THE ENGINE burns three 
quails of gasoline per hour 
getting six miles to the gal­ 
lon. Two 30-gallon tanks flank 
either side of the spotless 
motor. Economical operating 
costs are one of the advan­ 
tages in owning a Monterey. 


W ith throttle wide o p e n , 
the planked hull cuts through 
the currents at seven miles 
an hour. The engine is the 
same one that was installed 
when 
the 
boat 
was 
first 
launched in San Francisco 22 
y'*ars ago. 


The trim hull was built by 
D o m i n i c 
Lambruzzi, 
the 
“ Rembrandt” of M o n t e r e y 
builders, Andrews states with 
pride. Bert Arrowsmith of San 
Rafael 
commissioned 
Lam- 
bruzLi to build the Monterey 
and told him not to spare any 
cost in her construction. An­ 
drews and Arrowsmith were 
friends and Andrews, who be­ 
came the Monterey’s owner 10 
years ago, watched the l>a Pa­ 
loma going up on the ways at 
San Francisco’s North Beach 


not d-eaming that one day she 
would belong to him. 
The La Paloma cost $2,650 
to build in 1938 and Andrews 
estimates he can get four 
times as much for her now. 22 
ye n's later. 


There are two reasons for 
this: Montereys have become 
collector’s items because none 
has been built since World 
W ar 11; and the masterful 
workmanship 
Andrews 
has 
added to the craft. (To build 
a Monterey now from scratch 
would cost over $20,000, An­ 
drews reported.) 


A B L l E P R IN T was never 
Uied in the construction of 
the La Paloma. Plans for a 
Monterey fishing boat have 
never 
been 
placed on 
the 
drawing 
board. 
They 
have 
traveled down through the 
years by word of mouth the 
same way ballads were made 
immortal by the string of a 
lyre. 


The 
Monterey's 
ancestor 
has been plying Mediterran­ 
ean waters since the time of 
Christ. 
Venetian 
merchants 
and Corsican fishermen have 
used a “ Monterey type” hull 
for over 2,000 years, Andrews 
said. 
The boat was brought to 
Ca'ifornia coastal waters by 
Corsican and Sicilian fisher­ 
men about 100 years ago. The 
hu’l is planked without any 
caulking and it can ride and 
master the storm-tossed seas 
outside the Gate. As Andrews 
w ryly said, when a fisherman 
goes out the Gate he needs a 
good, 
substantial 
hull 
“ be­ 
cause there is no place to hide 
(from the wind and waves.) out 
there.” 
The early Montereys mov­ 
ed u i and down the coast un­ 
der lateen sad that had to be 
furled everytime the course 
was changed. As power began 
to be used to push the plank­ 
ed hulls, the Monterey build­ 
ers widened the hips of the 
boat to allow room to carry 
the engine. 
The displacement hull gives 
the craft a “ built-in tailwind” 


THE SKIPPER and a "crew ” of one, Katey 
Kean, head out for a quick turn about the 
boy. The La Palom a has sleeping facilities 
for two, but five or six persons m ay take 
on afternoon's cruise comfortably. The mast 
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or push as the water closes 
over the channel the prow 
has broken through. 


The La Paloma was never 
intended to be a professional 
fishing boat. When Arrow­ 
smith ordered her built he 
wanted the best of everything 
installed. He d e s i g n e d a 
strong-backed pleasure craft. 


A N D R EW S takes La 
Pa­ 
loma to the fishing fields at 
Bodega Bay, and last year 
traveled 
to 
Colusa. 
Every 
summer 
he 
and 
his 
wife, 
Helen, wend their way up the 
Sacramento River to Steam­ 
boat Slough where Mrs. An­ 
drews enjoys two weeks of 
water skiing. 


But for every hour of pleas­ 
ure taken from the boat, the 
skipper estimates 
he 
must 
put in an hour’s work. 
For Andrews, who teaches 
Tool and Dye Making at the 
Abraham Lincoln High School 
in San Francisco, the labor is 
one of love. 


For one year he puzzled 
over how to fit a dining area 
into the cramped cabin al­ 
ready occupied by the bulky 
Hicks, the gas tanks, a kero­ 
sene-burning stove a sink, and 
and refrigerator, and came up 
with an idea that now allows 
him to seat four comfortably. 
Andrews sawed a cockpit 
out of the boat’s hold when he

Continued from Page M l 
brought her 10 years ago. He 
did this as a safely step. A s a 
boy Andrews was stricken 
with polio that left him with 
a lame left leg. The cockpit 
serves as a railing, as well as 
a pleasant place to sit and sun 
and fish. 
He installed a collapsible 
bench along the stern rail of 
the cockpit. Then he engineer, 
ed a long plank thaf could be 
folded on hinges, hung on a 
hook near the engine. 
At mealtime the plank is 
broken out, 
placed in the 
bench and quicker than a 
wink: A table for three on the 
stern side. The cook stays on 
the other side of the plank, 
dishes up the food and sits 
down to dinner on a low stool 
on the bow side of the plank. 
It took Andrews a year to 
make a large canvas coverall 
to be rigged from the boat's 
main mast. The tan canvas 
stretches out across the boat 
providing privacy for the An­ 
drews on excursions up the 
Sacramento 
River, 
keeping 
the hot sun off on scorching 
days and protecting the boat 
from falling leaves. 


T H ERE IS storage space for 
two weeks provisions aboard 
the La Paloma. A small chest-1 
like refrigerator is used to | 
carry 
perishables 
such 
as; 
meat, and there is ample stor-j 
age space to carry dry food 
goods like potatoes and vege-j 
tables. 
One inconvenience aboard 
is the limited supply of fresh 
water. The boat carries a 25-j 
gallon supply and often, to 
conserve water, the Andrews 
will brush their teeth in tea. 
Andrews has been an ardent 
sailor for 30 years and was 
introduced to the sport by a 
friend, Morgan M. Smith of 
San Anselmo. 
The two young men took off 
on an excursion of the Sac- 


ramento River in 1929 from 
Sausalito. They were traveling 
in an outboard motor boat. 
This was no mean feat as the 
outboards of 30 years ago 
were a far cry from the sleek, 
high-powered ones of today. 
After adventures that An­ 
drew's still jokingly calls a 
“ nightmare,” the young men 
made it home where Andrews 
piled into bed for a 24-hour 
snooze. When he woke up, An­ 
drews said ha was through 
with boating for good. 
But in less than a month’s 
time he found himself haunt­ 
ing yacht harbors looking for 
the right boat for himself. He 
had been bitten by the nau­ 
tical bug that has drawn men 
“ down to the seas in ships” 
for centuries. 
He finally found a 22-foot

cruiser and, after working on 
her for 18 months in his class­ 
room at the John Svvett Jun­ 
ior High School in San Fran- 
c i s c o , launched her in San 
Francisco Bay. 
In 1935 he sold the cruiser 
and, without bothering to put 
the money in the bank, bought 
his first Monterey. He had 
switched to the fishing hull 
because at the time he and 
his friends were enthusiastic­ 
ally fishing for salmon. After 
a very short time Andrews 
was even more of an enthusi­ 


astic supporter of the Mon­ 
terey. 
B U T S IX years later he de­ 
cided to try his hand at sail 
and for 10 years raced in the 
Bay regattas. After a short ill­ 
ness 10 years ago, Andrews 
decided to give up the rigors 
of sailing and return to his 
first love, the Monterey. 
After 
searching 
up 
and 
down the California coast for 
a boat, he found much to his 
pleasure and surprise that the 
Monterey lie had watched be­ 
ing built at North Beach so 


many years before, and f<*?t 
was the finest one afloat, was 
on the market. It did not stay 
on the market for long. 
Since that day 10 years ago 
Andrews 
has 
worked 
con­ 
stantly on the La Paloma and 
as a result has a spotless, ship, 
shape boat that sports hand­ 
made fittings right down to 
her bdge pump. People walk 
down to the Sausalito dock 
just to catch a glimpse of this 
gleaming example of a boat 
builder’s art and a skipper’s 
imagination and skill.

SWIMMING COMES FIRST 


Make Sure Kids Don't Skip 


Steps In Learning To Sail 


By ERNEST CHAMBERLAIN 


One thing you can be sure 
of: 
With 
youngsters — the 
problem is not teaching them 
how to sail. Before you can 
finish 
y o u r 
introductory 
speech, intended to give the 
young sprout at the tiller the 
benefit of your years of wis­ 
dom. you will notice that he's 
handling the boat like an old 
salt. And you’re talking away 
like an old codger. 
With kids, the problem is 
to see that they take all the 
steps they should take, in 
learning to sail. And that 
means to be sure that they 
have a sound basis of certain 
skills, before they take off 
on their own in a bout. 


SWIMMING: The assump­ 
tion that a good life preserv­ 
er is a substitute for good 
swimming 
is a 
dangerous 
one. A life preserver should 
be used only as a supplement

to swimming, especially for 
conditions when the water is 
cold, when there are storms, 
or when a capsized youngster 
might be in the water for a 
fairly long or tiring period. 


There is simply no substi­ 
tute for being a good swim­ 
mer, and every youngster 
should hold off on sailing un­ 
til he has learned to be thor­ 
oughly at home in the water 
— until he can jump in casual­ 
ly, feet first, and come up 
smiling—until he has gradu­ 
ated from the enthusiastic 
dog-paddle of the beginner 
to slow and easy swimming 
-—till he can spend 15 min­ 
utes on his own, in the water, 
keeping afloat. Then he is 
ready to sail. 


SAFETY": The tough thing 
about 
teaching 
youngsters 
safety is that it goes against 
their nature. They are eager, 
optimistic, and adventurous 
— and bless them for being 
that way. But the warnings 
of their elders can be like a 
breeze 
blowing past 
their 
ears. They just don’t want to 
listen to a recitation of pos­ 
sible disasters. 
Best results come when you 
take the trouble to make 
“safety" a positive quality. A 
quick compliment — “ That's 
using your head, boy!” — 
when the youngster forestalls 
trouble will make him feel 
proud. A game of “Dopes and 
Dubbers,’ with high score 
going to the youngster who 
can spot the most stupid 
things being done, is fun, 
sharpens their sea-going wits, 
and teaches them to antici­ 
pate. 
Any good class or club 
teaching youngsters to handle 
small boats under supervision 
is one of the greatest water- 
safety programs in the world. 
These aren't the youngsters 
who set off to sea (and some­ 
times to tragedy) on a home­ 
made raft. 
Any boy or girl who has 
learned to handle a sailboat 
in a good stiff breeze, has 
also learned to respect the 


power of wind and water. 


BOATSMANSHIP: Early in 
the game, teach your young­ 
ster to help care for a boat. 
He will be a better sailor 
when he gets on the water, 
if he is familiar with sails, 
hull, and rigging in a way 
that can only come from 
handling these things. Let 
him put in a little apprentice­ 
ship of bailing and sponging, 
helping boats land and take 
off, tying them up at the 
dock, putting away sails. See 
to it that he has a chance to 
watch a patch being put in, 
a sail being mended. And 
any time you can, let him 
handle the tools himself. I^et 
him give the hull a good 
scrubbing down. 
A hard hour’s work is the 
best way to teach him the 
skills of boatmanship: They 
seem to develop in the heart 
as well as the head of a man 
who works on a boat. 


Let the youngster be good 
at rigging and unrigging a 
boat, before he sets out in 
one. It is the best way to 
teach him the familiarity with 
his boat which he needs to 
cope with slight mishaps or 
serious 
emergencies 
when 
under way. If the parent, or 
teacher, or older boy is im­ 
patient of sloppy rigging, and 
finds time to remark, “Say, 
now, there’s a sail that is 
really 
furled 
right!” 
the 
youngster picks up respect 
for proper rigging and is ea­ 
ger to learn it himself. A 
word of praise for any little 
job well done will make him 
learn twice as fast. 
At Annapolis they found 
the boys learned rigging very 
fast indeed, if they started 
a dinghy race up on the 
dock, with furled sails in 
hand. But before you try this, 
be sure your equipment can 
stand the strain!! 


KNOTS: Teach the young­ 
sters to tie a few knots, and 
let them have some fun do­ 
ing it. A knot-board is a good 
project, and only requires a 
piece of wood, a coat of paint,

storms, and really get it into

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Rapid Growth Of Boating Certain To Continue 


The past 10 years saw the 
number of recreational boats 
on American waters triple, 
and the U.S. Department of 
Commerce predicts an addi­ 
tional 5 per cent rise in boat­ 
ing sales by the time I960 is 
over. This increase will bring 
sales in the industry to $2,- 
600,000,000 for 1960, com­ 
pared to $2,475,000,000 for 
last year. 
From 
2,500,000 
just 
10 
years ago, the number of 
pleasure boats has increased 
to almost eight million. 
Nationwide, outboard sales 
totaled 
540,000 
last 
year; 
some six million motors are 
now in use. 
The manufacturers of Mer­ 
cury outboards point to three 
reasons for boating’s rapid 
growth: 


1. 
H i g h e r horsepower: 
Motors sold 10 years ago av­ 
eraged about six horsepower; 
this year they averaged about 
25 horsepower. No longer is 
the outboard merely a fisher­ 
man’s kicker; today, it powers 
family boats for water skiing, 
cruising, sports boating, off­ 
shore fishing.

ties, and civic officials are 
gradually realizing the bene­ 
fits that public boating facili­ 
ties bring to their communi­ 
ties.

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DO OUTBOARDS SCARE FISH? 


NO, ACCORDING TO EXPERTS 


There’s nothing to the rumor that outboards frighten 
fish, says the Johnson Motors News Bureau. And there 
is evidence to back up this statement. 


The first hint came a number of years ago when a 
big muskie hit an idling outboard prop and knocked 
himself out. 
I he angler, a man who had never caught 
a muskie before, won a fishing contest with the fish. 


Then, the Michigan Conservation Department did some 
research on the subject. They stationed fishermen on lakes 
undisturbed except for the croak of frogs. On other lakes, 
they ran a steady procession of outboard powered boats 
past the fishermen. When the tests were over, nobody won. 
The anglers that were buzzed from morning to night caught 
just as many fish as the men left all alone. 


But the real evidence, Johnson claims, comes from the 
reports of skin divers. Stationed in the water where they 
can see what is going on. they claim that fish pay no more 
attention to passing outboards than a city dweller does to 
cars on the streets.

Some Advice 
On Buying 
First Boat 


Thinking 
of 
getting 
into 
outboard boating? 
It’s easy, but some planning 
in the beginning can save you 
money and also pay off in 
more fun in the right way to 
get into boating. 
Price alone is far from the 
determining factor in getting 
the 
best 
boat, 
motor 
and 
trailer for you and your fam­ 
ily, according to the Johnson 
Motors Family Boating 
Bu­ 
reau. 
Some of the t h i n g s you 
should decide before buying 
a boat include: 
How many 
persons 
will 
be 
using 
the 
boat, will you be using the 
boat on open waters such as 
a big lake or ocean or shel­ 
tered waters such as a river 
or small lake? 
W ill you be 
using the boat to fish from, 
pull water skiers or go on 
extended cruises? 
Will you 
have it at a dock or will you 
need to trailer it to boating 
areas? 
Once you have settled this 
with all members of the fam ­ 
ily, the next thing is to talk 
with experienced outboarders 
and get their views about the 
type of equipment. A nd don’t 
forget accessories — t h o s e 
safety items required by law 
— and the extras. 
Outboarding is fun for the 
whole family. A little thought 
before 
hand 
can 
give you 
more hours of enjoym ent this 
sum m er boating season. 
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For Safe Boating Just 
Use Your Commonsense 


Safety is basically common­ 
sense! 


The Federal Boating Act of 
1958 was the cause of a great 
deal of state legislating in 
1959. Basically concerned with 
the registration and num ber­ 
ing of all powerboats over a 
specified 
horsepower 
f o r 
identification, these state laws 
also included various provi­ 
sions for the safe operation of 
watercraft. 
Any boatman who has prac­ 
ticed the common sense prin­ 
ciples of safe outboarding has 
normally 
been 
within 
the 
ranges of these safety stat­ 
utes. What is now the law, in 
most cases, has been common 
sense among boaters for some 
time. 
However, how often does 
the experienced b o a t m a n 
shortcut some of the most 
basic 
dictates 
of 
common 
sense? How often does the 
novice boatman, because he 
has not learned to respect the 
water, fail to invoke his com­ 
mon sense judgment? 
To refresh the mind of the 
experienced boatman and to 
help teach the novice some 
of the common sense safe 
boat mg principles, the Evin- 
rude Boating Foundation off­ 
ers these suggestions: 
When boarding your craft 
from a pier step as close 
amidships (center) as possible 
and 
keep 
your 
body 
low. 
Tighten the lines on the boat 
before getting aboard or have 
someone hold the boat for you 
so it doesn’t 
“slip away.” 
Keep your arms and hands 
free . . . don’t board loaded 
down with gear. 
Before 
leaving 
the 
pier 
check to see that there is a 
life preserver, either jacket, 
belt or cushion, for every 
boating member. Also make 1 
a complete check of the other 
safety devices — fire extin­ 
guisher, 
lights, 
emergency 
paddle and other gear neces­ 
sary to make your boat a safe 
one. Make extra sure that 
your equipment is in operable 
condition 
If your craft is equipped 
with a conventional type gas 
tank alway.«, remove the tank 
from the boat before filling 
and wipe clean before putting 
it back. If you have a perm a­ 
nent-type tank make sure not 
to spill any gas over the sides 
of the container. Under no cir­ 
cumstances fill your tank near 
fir e . .. especially a c i g a r - 
ette! 
When taking your passen­ 
gers aboard, don’t overload. 
An overloaded boat is easily _ 


swamped. Follow the load ca­ 
pacity limits that the boat 
builder has established. Also, 
power your boat according to 
the m anufacturer’s maximum 
horsepower specifications. An 
overpowered boat is hard to 
control and could be danger­ 
ous. 
If you must stand in a small 
boat, either put the motor in 
neutral or stop it altogether 
Never change seats while the 
craft is moving. 
Never launch your boat in 
swift waters or near a dam or 
falls and always start your 
outboard before leaving the 
pier. If a trailer is used in 
launching your boat, block 
the wheels of both car and| 
trailer, e s p e c i a l l y when 
launching on a slope. 
All skippers should learn 
to be weathermen in order to 
keep tabs on cloud formations 
for 
signs 
of 
approaching 
storms or squalls. If a rain 
or wind 
storm 
should 
hit 
while you’re underway head 
for shore. If the waves are 
large, head into them . . . if 
they are small, “ride them 
in.” 
Bring your boat into har­ 
bors and docks at a low speed 
and be careful when docking 
at another’s pier. Should you 
have tin cans, bottles or food 
wastes aboard keep them in 
your boat until you can throw 
them in a disposal ashore. 
Never litter the water with 
wastes. 
Don’t be a “boating cow 
boy.” Rodeo contests are held 
on land not on the water. 
Boating cowboys are hazards 
to everyone on or in the wat­ 
er. Remember, your boat does 
not have brakes — use com­ 
mon sense.

On Trolling For Fish 


By RALPH STEVENS 


Some chatter on fishing 
from boats is especially time­ 
ly right now. 
For most striped bass are 
being caught at present from 
a moving boat and with artifi­ 
cial lures, and this will prob­ 
ably continue until th^ latter 
part of August or the first of 
September. 
I can glance up from my 
typewriter and see a picture 
on the wall of my office that 
makes the red blood run riot 
in my veins. It was taken in 
September of 1953. and shows 
a one day catch in the vicinitv 
of Red Rock. Two boats, the 
Kiwi and the Troller, display 
their catch: 43 salmon up to 
30 pounds, 
and 
almost as 
many striped bass, also up to 
30 pounds. Regulation salmon 
trolling gear was used—three- 
pound sinkers on sinker re­ 
leases. It had been discovered 
only a short time before that 
such gear would take both sal­ 
mon and stripers in the bay. 
My 
radio 
scripts of that 
same time mention that Tony 
Anastasi, using the same type 
of rig with anchovies for bait, 
took two 30-pound bass and 
three salmon up to 35 pounds. 
That same week Lee Ander­ 
son of Oakland 
landed two 
bass at one 
time, 
each of 


which 
weighed 
over 
30 
pounds. 


NOW BEAR this in mind! 
Under such conditions—with 
such heavy sinkers and such 
heavy fish—light tackle gear 
is out of place. That is espe­ 
cially true when you're aboard 
a party boat. Others aboard 
have no wish to reel in their 
outfits while you play a big 
fish down on a 10-pound test 
monofiliment 
line. 
If 
they 
leave their own lines out, the 
fish you’ve hooked will snarl 
the other lines since you can’t 
prevent the fish from darting 
from side to side. 
Okay, that’s 
one 
type of 
trolling for 
stripers. 
It’s a 
good way, and is proven by 
the limits of fine fish being 
taken right now on such gear 
in Racoon Straits. 
And. there is very little skill 
need J to make the grade. 
That’s not true of the bet­ 
ter-known method of trolling. 
True, a fish hooks himself 
more often than not in troll­ 
ing. But to say there is no 
skill needed in the usual meth­ 
od is incorrect. 
Perhaps a 
better 
word 
than 
“skill” 
would be “knowledge.” Know­ 
ledge is necessary on the part 
of the skipper of the party 
boat or the operator of the 
outboard skiff. He must work

the rips, zig zagging across 
them. He must know enough 
to vary his speed from time to 
time. He must instruct his pas­ 
sengers to stagger their lines 
if he is a party boat operator 
—either by having his party 
use different weight sinkers 
and allow the same length of 
line to trail in the water, or, 
if all have the same weight 
sinkers, by having one fisher­ 
man let out 20 to 30 feet of 
line, another trail his lure 40 
feet, and so on. Then, when 
two or more fish have been 
caught or strikes have been 
made at a certain depth, ev­ 
erybody fishes at that level. 
Fish have a habit of staying 
more or less on 
the 
same 
level. 
THE OPERATOR of an out­ 
board skiff should 
make a 
practice of speeding up his 
motor for a few seconds ev­ 
ery once in awhile, then cut 
it down to a mile or two an 
hour. 
He 
s h o u l d 
never 
“strike” his fish at the mo­ 
ment he feels contact with his 
lure. Many fish are lost w hen 
the angler tries to set a hook 
that is already in the mouth 
of the fish. Both skiff and 
party boat operators should 
realize that, when a great 
many “short strikes” are be­ 
ing had, the speed of the boat 
must be either increased or 
reduced. 
If we troll in the more shal­ 
low 
water, from the China 
Camp sector to the Hamilton 
Air Force Base flats for in­ 
stance, we can use our light­ 
est tackle. This is especially 
so if we are fishing in water 
so shallow the cruisers can’t 
navigate. We may troll with­ 
out any sinker in very shallow 
water, and 
perhaps we will 
get a greater thrill out of each 
fish hooked than in any other 
trolling method. 
Under such conditions, we 
suggest the double lure hook­ 
up. 
Use 
a divided leader. 


Hook up with 
a 
spoon—a 
Pflueger chum No. 5, or a Du- 
roflash, or a Pet Spoon on the 
long 
strand of the 
divided 
leader, and a bug-eye jig on 
the short strand. 
If trolling over a hard bot­ 
tom and using a single lure, 
it may help to allow your lure 
to bounce on the bottom oc­ 
casionally. It will pay to raise 
and lower your rod tip to give 
added action to your lures. Al­ 
ways watch your Jine if the 
rod is in a holder. At times a 
very slight tightening of the 
line will indicate a fish has 
inspected your offering. The 
rod tip should at all times vi­ 
brate. If there is no vibration, 
it probably means your lures 
are fouled and you will catch 
no fish when that is the case. 
If you are trolling from a 
skiff or aboard a party boat, 
watch for birds feeding. Not 
always, but usually, it means 
that the bass are c h a s i n g 
schools of small fish to the 
surface to be gobbled up by 
the birds. Tough on the small 
fish but nice for the small 
men and birds. 


ONE MORE ITEM and we 11 
call this 30: Test your line be­ 
fore starting to troll. All lines 
of all materials have a ten­ 
dency to die near the leader. 
Stretch a few feet between 
your two hands and snap it. 
If it “pungs,” it is dead and 
should be d i s c a r d e d ; if it 
“pings” it is alive. Break off 
the line piece after piece and 
throw it away until it “pings” 
instead of “pungs.” 
B e f o r e we sign off, we 
stress this point: In bounc­ 
ing the lure on the bottom as 
mentioned above, that applies 
only to times when you are 
using a single lure not the 
divided leader and two lures. 


So that s that. Hope you 
benefit by something we have 
set down. Good luck and go 
get ’em! 


DO IT NOW 
Check Your 
Outboard 
Propeller 


Now is a good time to ex­ 
amine your outboard propel­ 
ler. 
On a fast boat, just one 
moderate nick in the leading 
tdge of the propeller blade 
can cause cavitation, or loss 
of grip on the water. Uni­ 
formly battered leading edges 
can steal a lot of power. A 
blade that is bent almost im­ 
perceptibly to the eye can set 
up appreciable vibration. The 
same holds true of blades 
which are worn smoothly but 
unequally by operation in san­ 
dy waters. 
Many nicks can be f i l e d 
smooth, then polished with 
fine 
abrasive 
paper. 
Take 
care to remove no more metal 
than needed to round out the 
nick. Uniformly battered lead­ 
ing edges can be smoothed off 
with a few file strokes and 
polishing. Try to remove equal 
amounts of metal from all 
blades. When this kind of 
work has been done several 
times the balance and blade 
area 
wull 
be affected and 
should be checked by your 
dealer. 
Cracked 
or 
badly 
bent 
aluminum propellers must us­ 
ually be replaced, but bronze 
ones can often be straighten­ 
ed and trued up by well equip­ 
ped shops even when badly 
damaged. 
If you suspect a blade is 
bent, mount the motor on a 
firm support. Clamp an ice 
pick onto a box or chair with 
its point just touching tihe 
edge of a blade. Put motor in 
neutral and rotate propeller 
slowly to see how it may con­ 
tact or miss the pick’s point. 
Do this at three or four points 
on the blades to detect local­ 
ized bends. 
Your dealer can either re­ 
condition propellers himself 
or send them to a qualified 
shop.

Every skipper, at one time 
or another, puts a certain 
amount of confidence in his 
barometer, 
b e c a u s e 
the 
weather 
picture 
means 
a 
great deal in any boatman’s 
language. 
You can get the weather re­ 
port from the local newspa­ 
pers, radio and television sta­ 
tions and offices of the UJS. 
W'eather 
Bureau. 
But 
the 
boatman’s weather bible is 
his barometer. 
Jn order to understand cer­ 
tain broad, general rules for 
barometer and wind observa­ 
tions, consider these clues: 
1. If the wind is in the east­ 
erly quadrant and the barom­ 
eter is falling, you can be 
sure that bad weather is on 
its way. 
2. If the wind is shifting to 
the westward and the barom­ 
eter is rising then you’re in 
store for clearing and fair 
weather. 
3. A steady but slowly ris­ 
ing 
barometer 
means 
tbe 
weather has settled. 
4. Unsettled or wet weath­ 
er is indicated by a steady but 
slowly falling barometer. 
5. A rapid rising needle 
means clear but windy wea­ 
ther.

HIGHLY COMPETITIVE

Faets and figures on the 
phenomenal interests shown 
in boating activity during the 
past few years are so optimis­ 
tic that nearly everyone who 
has ever made a hobby of 
cruisiing wants to get into the 
business end of it. 


It is easy to see why. 
Last year 40 million Ameri­ 
cans went boating This year 
there will be more — operat­ 
ing 
eight 
million 
pleasure 
crafts of all kinds. There are 
300.000 
registered 
in 
the 
State of California, and 130,- 
000 trailers. 


THE COURSE OF progress, 
however, has grown a little 
too heavy. Some 60 or m o r e 
Marin boatbuilders. dealers, 
yacht brokers and equipment 
and repair firms are now 
pushing for business in a field 
that has already become high­ 
ly competitive.

Others, 
recalling their own struggles 
to get started are inclined to 
be more tolerant and to let 
the fittest survive. Both fac­ 
tions agree that many w ill fall 
by the wayside. 
Next year’s boat directory 
will tell the story—who’s who 
today may be bye-bye tomor­ 
row. 


FRINGE BENEFITS of the 
marine industry are as varied 
as the mind can conceive. 
Sporting goods shops sell wat­ 
er skis and outing parapher­ 
nalia; clothing stores have an 
outlet for fancy excursion at­ 
tire; banks and finance com­ 
panies have picked up anoth­ 
er opportunity for lending 
money. 


Insurance 
on 
boats 
a no 
yachts provides a lucrative 
business for Mann Countv 
brokers and is underwritten 
by regular line companies 
Average a n n u a l premium 
runs about 4.5 per cent of the 
value of the boat, with a $25 
deductible clause. 


Many liability policies are 
also written though not com 
pulsory. They are to be rec­ 
ommended as all marine acci­ 
dents must be reported to the 
state and the cost of prem ­ 
iums is nominal.

Safe Boating Week starts 
t o m o r r o w and continues 
through Ju ly 9. officially. 
But Jt continues indefinite­ 
ly for many sailor-types in­ 
cluding members of such or­ 
ganizations as the U. S. Coast 
Guard Auxiliary, the U, S. 
Power Squadron, the Sheriff's 
Marine Patrol, and others. 
These people have a theory 
that safe boating is the most 
enjoyable kind. And with ac­ 
tivities such as the cruise pic­ 
tured here, they are proving 
their point. 
Members of the U. S. Power 
Squadron, men who own or 
are just interested in s m a l l 
boats, usually meet in class­ 
rooms to study seamanship, 
piloting, and related subjects. 
(The Marin Squadron meets 
at College of Marin to start 
its next basic course on the 
third Thursday in September.) 


TO A U G M EN T their formal 
classroom work the M a r i n 
Power Squadron has recently 
taken to the water on cruises 
to put into practice the theory 


they learned in their classes. 
These classes are taught loc­ 
ally by advanced members of 
the Marin unit from outlines 
provided by the national or­ 
ganization. 
The Marin Squadron's cur­ 
rent program includes an an­ 
nual cruise to Drake’s Bay for 
the larger boats and shorter 
in-bay cruises for the smaller 
craft. 
Such an event, this one up 
the 
Petaluma 
River, 
took 
place last month. 
Not only w’as the c r u i s e 
good 
experience, 
but 
all 
agreed it was one of the most 
enjoyable possible. And it was 
enlightening. Even the most 
experienced bay sailors were 
surprised to learn of the beau­ 
tiful cruising waters in their 
own backyard, a mere three 
or four hours from anchorage 
to anchorage from any place 
in Marin. For weekend — or 
even one day cruising — the 
Petaluma River was voted one 
of the prime cruises in the 
Bay Area. 
Shoving off from a rendez­ 
vous point off San Rafael “ the 


first string of a dozen or so 
made a fine sight in San Pablo 
Bay,” to quote member Leon­ 
ard Phillips, who made mov­ 
ies of the tour from shore. He 
continued in a recent squad­ 
ron bulletin: “ With Comman­ 
der Sclnvarz in the Gerrie II 
leading the way and Lt. Com­ 
mander Ed Cadogan in the

Accessible By Land Or Water

If estimated figures for in­ 
creased population, develop­ 
ment and the current marine 
trend are correct, more Marin 
restaurants may become am­ 
phibious. A study of the coun­ 
ty’s four existing spots with 
docking facilities is a good 
preview of the advantages and 
problems involved. 


rl he Yacht Dock, Ondine’s 
recent contribution to water­ 
side eating, has both. Situated 
where 
strong 
winds 
often 
sweep across its open deck, 
diners are sometimes obliged 
to seek inside shelter. 


Fortunately 
the 
windows 
are high and wide, and view- 
seekers arè not cheated. And 
with close weather-watching 
1 hey 11 find many balmy days 
during the year to do their 
panorama gazing from tables 
outside. 
There is space for about six 
large vessels here to tie up 
dockside. The Yacht Dock en­ 
courages such distinguished 
visitors to comè and make 
fast. Their presence adds to 
the atmosphere. 
Regular hours for e a t i n g 
here are 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
when lunches of club sand­ 
wiches to broiled New York 
cuts are served. 
Thereafter 
the fare drops to turkey, ham 
and corned beef sandwiches 
and clam chowder until mid­ 
night. On Sundays and holi­ 
days, brunch is served from 
10.30 a.m. 


The dining room is spaci­ 
ous; centered in the area is a 
large circular bar. Vernon 
Alley at the bass fiddle and 
Shelly Robin provide music 
from 9 p.m. to 2 a.m. 


THE BEST WAY to consid­ 
er Zack’s waterfront bistro 
and food dispensary in Sau- 
salito is through its possibili­ 
ties. 
They do exist—that much 
you can say for them. You 
can run a vessel of five-foot 
draft alongside the concrete 
bulkhead 
separating 
patio 
from water and disembark, 
but for the time being you’ll 
probably do better to pull in 
somewhere else and walk the 
distance. 
Sam Zakessian’s plans call 
for jetties more suitable for 
waterside parking, but the 
gap between planning and 
completion of anything going 
on at Zack’s has never been 
predictable. It grew up by 
dead reckoning and will un­ 
doubtedly follow the same fu­ 
ture course. 
It is, however, a popular 
place for boat owners to gath 
er for food and grog. Short or­ 
ders, barbecued hamburgers, 
fried chicken and daily spe­ 
cials are the fare. 


Iraffic problem on weekends 
has made docking at Sam Vel-i 
la’s berths a problem—espec­ 
ially for large boats—and it 
is no longer encouraged. Dur­ 
ing the middle of the week 
the situation is less complicat­ 
ed. 
Sam’s 
deck 
space 
seats 
about 200, and another 150 
can be seated inside. Seafood 
is the popular menu, but be 
ing a good Italian restaurant 
owner, Sam provides veal scal- 
lopini, 
chicken 
eacciatore, 
steaks and other items as 
well. 


SAM’S ANCHOR CAFE in 
Tiburón is Marin’s oldest res­ 
taurant accessible by land or 
water. 
Unfortunately, with the re­ 
cent completion of Corinthian 
\a e h t Harbor, the waterside 


PETE’S PIER 15 on Harbor 
Street, San Rafael, recently 
celebrated its grand opening 
after more than two years of 
sen ice. 
The 
occasion 
was 
completion of Pete Lind’s out­ 
door patio bordering on the 
San Rafael canal. 
It also adjoins San Rafael’s 
small boat launching ramp 
which Pete gave to the city. 
There is space for probably 
four or five small boats to 
make fast their lines while 
owners tarry for food and 
drink. It’s also a port of call 
for landlubbers interested in 
lunch, dinner, snacks, quick­ 
ies or nightcaps. A new fea­ 
ture is S u n d a y morning 
brunch. 
Other attractions: Lunches 
and snacks put up for fishing 
and excursion parties. 
Disadvantages: Only one — 
docking facilities should be 
three times as large.

But by far the most unique, 
according to Morgan, is the 
quaint, fully detailed, minia­ 
ture sternwheeler built and 
owned by Mill Valley general 
contractor Richard Stockton. 
S h e is berthed between a 
Chinese junk and a speedboat 
at Clipper Yacht’s new har­ 
bor, inside Gate 5, Marinship. 
Built "by eye” (the plans 
were drawn later), she is a 
lifelike copy of the stern­ 
wheel riverboats of years ago 
— c o m p l e t e to the twin, 
crowned smoke stacks extend­ 
ing high above the decks. And 
the craft is completely func­ 
tional, even to these stacks. 


One is a gravity water tank 
holding 35 g a l l o n s of cold 
water— the other is the water 
heater! There is no scarcity 
of water on this vessel — an 
important concern for extend­ 
ed river cruising for which 
she was built. Fourteen hun­ 
dred gallons of fresh water 
are aboard at all times, mostly 
for ballast, but also for drink­ 
ing, showering, and what have 
you. 
Christened the Smile, the 
roomy, 28 by 13 foot camping- 
cruising boat was built be­ 


cause. after five years of con­ 
tracting without a vacation, 
Stockton was apparently find­ 
ing it hard to smile himself. 


A f t e r building the boat 
(“ my wife thought I was kid­ 
ding”) and a seven week up­ 
river cruise, 
Stockton 
now 
smiles most of the time, espe­ 
cially when he talks about his 
creation. 


She is built of marine ply­ 
wood, draws 20 inches, has 
three keels for stability and 
has come through San Pablo 
bay’s four foot chops with a 
30 knot wind in grand style. 
The hull is fiberglassed from 
ease of maintenance.

O N THE W A Y S the twin rudders and stern­ 
wheel are revealed.

motion.

The eight-by-20 foot cabin 
is complete with berths for 
four, a six cubic foot refri­ 
gerator, sink with Formica 
drainboard 
and 
work area, 
folding dining room table, and 
a large, apartment type stove. 


The six foot diameter stern­ 
wheel. carrying seven two-by- 
six paddles, eight feet long, 
is powered by a six-cylinder 
marine engine. Two rudders 
are 
positioned 
behind 
the 
wheel to take advantage of 
the tons of water pushed back 
by the dip of each blade, add­ 
ing to the maneuverability of 
the flat-bottom craft. 


Cruising speed is a wicked 


two to five knots, ample for 
the “ get-away-from-it-aU” kind 
of cruising for w h i c h the 
Smile was made. Smile, by 
the way, was named by Stock­ 
ton’s c h i l d r e n , who also 
christened Sm ile’s shore-boat, 
a diminutive punt. It is known 
as the Grin. They had thought 
of calling it Snicker, but the 
name apparently wouldn’t fit 
the tiny bow. 
With summer upon us, and 
with it the traditional river 
cruising season, the Stock

A good used outboard mo­ 
tor, and boat, too, could be 
your answer, particularly if 
your boating enthusiasm is 
water-logged by budget prob­ 
lems. With the race for big­ 
ger and bigger motors con 
tinuing at a merry clip, the 
number of scarcely broken- 
in used outboards available 
for sale is increasing propor­ 
tionately. 


In a recent study some 
dealers reported that a third 
of their new motor sales in­ 
clude trade-ins of motors less 
than 18 months old. Unlike 
automobiles, even a five-year- 
old outboard motor may have 
years of reliable service left. 


Prices vary widely, depend­ 
ing on the condition of the 
motor, season and local de­ 
mand. More important than 
price, however, is your care 
in making a selection. 


If 
you 
decide 
to 
“buy 
used," take your time. Exam­ 
ine the motor carefully. A 
loose or crooked shaft or a 
nicked propeller blade will 
effect performance. Look for 
worn control knobs, loose fit­ 
tings or a frayed pull rope; 
these may indicate the motor 
has had exceptionally rugged 
treatment. 


Turn the flywheel against 
compression. If it turns easi­ 
ly, the motor may need an 
overhaul. 
With 
the 
motor 
running at about three-quar­ 
ters throttle, listen for knocks 
and rattles. Strange clanking 
may mean trouble in the pow- 
erhead. 


Finally, take the motor for 
a demonstration spin. 


If it performs well and 
meets your power needs, it 
is a good bet that it will give 
you many years of satisfac­ 
tory service.

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Every year thousands of 
new boatmen take to the 
water. 


For those new' boatmen the 
rules of the road are simple 
but vitally important to the 
safety and pleasure of them­ 
selves and their new' craft. 
The rules include: 
1. When passing head-on, 
your boat should keep to the 
right, but if you are so far 
to the left of the approaching 
boat as to make it impractical 
to swing to the right, you 
should hold your course. If 
really in doubt, slow down 
and stop. 
2. When passing from the 
rear you are allowed to pass 
on either side but you must 
give the boat ahead plenty of 
leeway. The boat in front has 
the right-of-way. In a tight 
situation, you should not at­ 
tempt to pass. 
3. When crossing at right 
angles, the boat on the right 
has the right-of-way and the 
boat on the left must respect 
that right. 


4. It is against the law' to 
block 
navigation 
channels 
and it is a matter of courtesy 
to, so Johnson News Bureau 
says “ watch that anchoring 
in the channel.” 
5. Sailboats have the right- 
of-way in the majority of in­ 
stances over power boats, in­ 
cluding outboards. The op­ 
erator of the power 
boat 
should give them that right- 
of-way and should stay clear 
of them. 
6. Rules can be broken le­ 
gally, in the case of an abso- 


Disconnect 
Fuel Line 
At Gas Tank 


Between outings in your 
outboard rig always discon­ 
nect the fuel line from the 
gasoline tank in order to seal 
the tank and retain vapors in 
the fuel. 
The Evinrude Boating Foun­ 
dation reminds outboarders 
that fuel tanks have a valve at 
the tank which automatically 
seals the tank when the fuel 
line is removed. 
Temperatures in the gaso­ 
line tank in hot weather may 
reach 115 to 140 degrees. As 
some components of gasoline 
will boil off at those tempera­ 
tures, as much as 15 per cent 
of the “ high encfs” or more 
volatile gases are lost from 
an unsealed tank, lowering 
the running qualities of the 
fuel. 
These 
more 
volatile 
gases are also the most easily 
combustible, and are there­ 
fore very imoortant in start­ 
ing. especially when the en­ 
gine is cold. 


Carry Insurance

It is just as important that 
you carry insurance on your 
boating rig as on your auto­ 
mobile. 
Boat insurance can be ch­ 
i ' ined on nearly the same

ance, 
covering 
your

and theft, and also liability 
for property damage and per­ 
sonal injury to others. Con­ 
sult your insurance agent if 
you need further information. 


lute emergency, if departure 
from the rules is needed to 
avert a collision. 
7. Horn or whistle signals 
signify to another boat what 
your intentions are. They are 
to be used only when neces­ 
sary. One blast signifies your 
intention to go to the right, 
two your intention to go to 
the left. W'hen passing from 
behind, one blast means you 
want to pass on the right, two 
on the left, five or more 
short, rapid blasts is the dan­ 
ger signal. When you answer 
a signal you signify that you 
understand it. Always answer 
with the same signal given. 
In doubt, give the danger sig­ 
nal. 


8. In fog, or mist, proceed 
slowly and give one long 
blast every minute.

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THE FIRST REQUIREMENT in learning to water 
ski is to be certain that the proper size skis are 
selected for the beginner. Bindings, too, must 
be carefully fitted. If too tight they can cause 
discomfort and will not come off readily in 
case of a fall. If too loose, they cause a feeling 
of insecurity and m a y slide off. Here Tom Dor- 
win, a former national champion, fits a pair 
of skis to the feet of a pretty pupil. 


IT'S IM P O R T A N T that the beginner receive dry 
land instruction before taking to the water. 
With skis now properly fitted, Dorwin's pupil 
is told to sit on the back of the skis, bend her 
knees, and keep her arm s straight. The teacher 
then takes the tow rope and pulls her into an 
upright position, just as the boat will do in the 
water. Flexing of knees, straight arm s that let 
the boat do the work, and the opposed h a n d ­ 
grip are stressed by Dorwin. 


A STABLE BO AT with a reliable motor is an es­ 
sential part of an y successful attempt at water 
skiing. Also important is a good water ski tow 
bar, preferably one that will keep the rope 
a w a y from the propeller. Tow lines are normally 
75 feet in length and m ade of rope or plastic. 
It is handier if the tow rope has some sort of 
flotation device such as a small buoy so it can 
be easily retrieved. Note motor is stopped while 
tow rope is attached. 


HERE D O R W IN instructs his pupil in the proper position 
for the start of the pull. She keeps the tips of the skis above 
water, crouches on the backs of the skis, keeps her knees 
close together and draw n up, with the arm s straight for­ 
w ard around the knees. And the boat pilot keeps the tow 
rope taut while waiting for the signal to "hit it." 


A W A Y SHE GO ES! Note the skier keeps the sam e position 
she had while in the water — knees bent, back straight, 
arm s straight out to grasp the tow bar, with knees still 
held together between the elbows. W hen the boat's pull 
has draw n her to the top of the water, she has only to 
straighten into a normal skiing position with knees flexed. 


O N C E UP O N the water, it's 
easy. Until she gets the feel 
of water skiing, the skier sim ­ 
ply hangs on and rides. She 
keeps her knees flexed to 
absorb the slight bum ps and 
leans a gain st the tow rope 
pull, with arm s straight for­ 
ward. Soon she'll be d oin g 
tricks.

Even Grandma Likes To Ski 


One Reason For The Boom 
In Sale Of Water Craft 


“Grandpa, please tell me 
about the Indians!" 
‘ We haven’t time for that 
now. sonny, we’re late for our 
water ski lesson.” 
Grandpa 
wasn't 
kidding, 
either. This is neither fantas­ 
tic nor eccentric. Tom Dor­ 
win, water ski advisor for 
Evinrude Motors, says that 
statistics show that nearly six 
million Americans, ranging 
in age from 7 to 70, are tak­ 
ing to the water on wooden 
slats. 
Water skiing, as we know it 
today, is a comparatively new 
sport. Its origin seems to be 
wrapped 
in 
mystery, 
but 
there 
are 
several 
stories 
which profess to tell the true 
beginning of the sport. 
Whatever the case, it is 
here to stay now. It was de­ 
veloped as a means of fun 
and excitement—a diversion 
from the ordinary. That is 
exactly what it is. It's fun. U s 


exciting. It’s safe. It’s easy. 
It appeals to men and wom­ 
en of all ages, because almost 
everyone gains a certain ex­ 
hilaration 
when 
skimming 
over the water on skis, free 
as the breeze and twice as 
happy. 
Grandpa likes to water ski 
because he's at the age when 
he can, physically, participate 
in very few sports. He finds 
that riding the slats takes out 
some of the kinks and gives 
him a sense of satisfaction he 
hasn’t kuC'.vn for some Dme. 
Grandma likes to sxi be» 
cause she’s actually better 
than Grandpa. In her swiiii 
cap and life jacket, she's even 
learned to enjoy an occasion* 
al dunking. They both take 
their skiing in short sessions, 
but often. 
Mom and Pop like to water 
ski because they can’t let 
Grandpa and Grandma get 
ahead of them, and besides, 
they think it’s a whale of a 


lot of fun. They can cut a few 
more capers than the old 
folks and, besides, they need 
the exercise. It helps Pop 
the exercise. 
The teen-agers like to water 
ski because it gives them 
some of those thrills they for­ 
ever seek. Besides, they want 
to get good enough to partici­ 
pate in competitive skiing. 
They soon learn the tricks, 
ride the slalom and sit on 
chairs on the disc. 
The little guys like to ski 
—first, because everyone else 
is doing it. Then they find 
it’s easy for them, too, and 
they have a whale of a time. 
They like to get some spray 
in the face and don’t mind 
taking a little swim along 
with their skiing. 
People may go on for ages 
arguing 
about 
where 
and 
when water skiing originated, 
but nobody really cares. Ajs 
for the Indians, they’re prob­ 
ably out water skiing! 


There is some puzzlement 
in marine industry marketing 
circles about why people buy 
boats. And a lot of it can be 
traced 
to 
the 
tremendous 
growth of the sport of water 
skiing, says the Johnson Mot­ 
ors News Bureau. 
Hard working r e s e a r c h 
teams are ringing door bells 
with the question: 


“What was your primary 
purpose in buying a boat?” 
Coming up with the answers 
are dad and mom—after all, 
they paid for the thing—and 
out of this welter of brain 
searching comes the impres­ 
sion that most of America’s 
boatmen are puttering about 
(or cruising) on Sunday after­ 
noons with dad dropping an 
occasional fishing line. 
But a casual “sidewalk" or 
rather, 
waterfront, 
survey 
would show that while dad 
and mom are cudgelling up 
reasons why they bought the 
rig. Junior and sis and their 


buddies are out using the boat 
for water skiing—the nation’s 
fastest growing sport. 


The fact is, while dad and 
mom own the boat and can 
take charge of it during dad’s 
brief vacation, the kids are 
the primary users of the rig. 
The way sales are going for 
water skis, ski ropes, safety 
jackets, etc., the kids are 
coming up with the cash for 
more than gas money, too. 
The American Water Ski 
Assn. says there are more 
than five million water skiers 
today. The fact there are near 
six million outboard boats and 
motors in use bears out the 
conservatism of this estimate. 
The waterfront surveyors 
also come up with the impres­ 
sion that the skiers prefer out 
boards, whether 12 or 20 feet 
long. Easy handling and ac­ 
ceptance of the motors for 
continuous “wide open” per­ 
formance seem to be the an 
swer to their popularity.

We graybeards seem to be 
particularly fond of insisting 
that Christmas, or Thanksgiv­ 
ing, or the Fourth of July, or 
Halloween, or some other an­ 
nual celebration “isn't what it 
used to be.” And of taking it 
for granted that the changes 
have not been for the better.

what it used to be is regarded 
as, in some manner, proving 
that the younger generation 
is made of lesser stuff than 
was our own.

Fourth of July. 
What father hasn’t, at least 
once this past week and prob­ 
ably 
far 
more 
frequently, 
pontificated 
b e f o r e their 
youngsters that “the Fourth 
of July isn’t what it was when 
I was a boy.” And in so doing, 
has insinuated that today’s 
youngsters just aren't the red- 
blooded American boys of his 
generation because they don’t 
ignite the roofs of neighbors’ 
homes with skyrockets, or toss 
cherry bombs under the feet 
of playmates. 
It’s a failing we all have. 
And a very human one. 
Our own boyhood was spent 
in the Midwest. But we sus­ 
pect that the Fourth of July 
celebrations of that period 
were pretty much the same 
throughout the country. And 
we must admit that we re­ 
member them with consider­ 
able affection. 
There were certain Fourth 


of July traditions to which we 
youngsters and the adults as 
well looked forward with an­ 
ticipation. 
For one thing, the Fourth of 
July was the day when dad al­ 
ways bought a whole case of 
soda pop. On no other day 
did such an event take place. 
Oh there was nothing so very 
unusual about drinking pop. 
But to have a whole case at 
once, sitting in a tub of water 
with a huge hunk of melting 
ice! 
You could linger over your 
selection of a flavor. A grape? 
A root beer or a cream soda? 
Or an orange, or strawberry? 


And, because it was a hol­ 
iday, your parents might let 
you have as many as four or 
five bottles of pop before 
the day was over, an over 
indulgence they were far 
too sensible to permit on 
other dates. 


Then, too. the Fourth of 
July was the day of the rodeo 
in the Midwest. Almost always 
you 
spent 
the 
afternoon 
watching the bronc riders and 
bulldoggers. 
Or, if you decided against 
the rodeo, you went on a pic­ 
nic, probably to a riverside re­ 
sort 
where 
swimming and 
boating could be enjoyed. And 
you could toss your firecrack­ 
ers out over the water. 
The 
explosion 
sounded 
pretty 
much the same, but it just 
seemed like more fun to shoot 
them off over water. 
Then home to touch off a 
few big ’crackers out in the 
street in front of the house 
before dinner time. 
The 
approved 
procedure 
was to place the firecracker 
under a tin can. And to blow 
the can sky high. Sometimes 
the firecracker failed to dis­ 
charge. 
And there was th 
touchy decision to be made a 
to just how long to wait b*'- 
fore approaching the can to 
determine the 
cause of the 
“ fizzle.” If you guessed wrong, 
and the discharge was only a 
slow one delayed by a slow- 
burning fuse, and 
the 
fire­ 
cracker went off just as you 
were bending over to pick up 
the can 
then your Fourth of 
July celebration was sudden!\

BOOK REVIEV/S 
Learning-By-Doing 
Seamanship Guide 
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SEA M A N SH IP by N o rm D. 
Hoyt, Diol Press, 160 pages, 
$4. 
The publisher terms this 
book 
a 
“learning-by-doing” 
approach to seamanship. 
And adds: “Explained in 
simple language is everything 
the sailor needs to know — 
from splices, boat handling 
and docking to racing tactics, 
piloting and heavy weather 
seamanship.” 
Arthur Hoyt is certainly 
qualified for such an assign­ 
ment. With more than 100.000 
miles of the world’s water­ 
ways under his keels, he is 
one of this country’s most ex­ 
perienced 
seamen. 
A war­ 
time PT boat skipper, he has 
sailed across the Atlantic six 
times in peacetime and is 
planning a seventh crossing 
this 
summer. 
His 
articles 
have appeared in a number 
of boating publications and he 
is a veteran instructor in sail­ 
ing. 
Enriching this book are 65 
diagrams and charts, and a 
glossary of nautical termi­ 
nology. 
Practice 
exercises, 
both ashore and afloat, are in­ 
cluded with each chapter to 
amplify the instruction. 
The introduction is by Cur­ 
tis Bok who calls Hoyt “one of 
the dozen best sailors in the 
United States.” In the book 
Hoyt also shows considerable 
skill as a writer, employing 
terminology and rhetoric that 
is concise and to the point, 
and which make his instruc­ 
tions clear and complete. 
It’s a book of instruction 
that requires only common- 
sense for implementation. 


TO NGUE OF FIRE by Ernest 
Frankel, 
Dial 
Press,

pages, $4.95. Reviewed by 
Don Keown. 
Ernest Frankel’s new novel 
is a disappointment not be­ 
cause it is a bad book, which 
it isn’t, but because he so ob­ 
viously was striving for some­ 
thing more than just a good 
book. 
And this big novel is only 
a good book and no better. 
It is a story about Wash­ 
ington politics, and about a 
magnetic congressman with 
an insatiable craving for fame 
and few ethics. 
Frankel quite obviously has 
patterned his leading actor 
after the late senator from 
Wisconsin, despite the fact 
that 
Kane 
O’Connor 
hails 
from the South, is a Demo­ 
crat, and a member of the 
House of Representatives in­ 
stead of the Senate. 
The Communists in govern­ 
ment issue is there. The break 
with the administration. And 
other incidents easily identi- 
able with the McCarthy ca­ 
reer, including his final rejec­ 


tion by his fellow lawmakers 
Frankel has succeeded in 
making his story sufficiently 
interesting to command and 
retain your attention. And 
certainly it serves as a warn­ 
ing against the public’s weak­ 
ness for demagoguery and for 
selecting candidates for high 
office on the basis of person­ 
ality, glamour and opportun­ 
ism instead of ability and 
platform. 
But “Tongue of Fire” comes 
off a poor second when com­ 
pared with another recent 
novel, William Styron’s “Set 
This House On Fire,” which 
was reviewed in the May 28 
issue of your Marin Magazine. 
Styron’s characters are far 
more complex, yet more real 
and more believable. And his 
story is more meaningful, bet­ 
ter told. 
Still, “Tongue of Fire” must 
be regarded as worthwhile 
reading material and as a 
commendable and sincere ef­ 
fort at excellence even if it 
does fall shy of the mark. 


STAMPCRAFT: Picture Play 
With Postage Stamps, by Lore 
ColKn, Charles E. Tuttle Co., 
32 pages, $1. Reviewed by 
Bryce W. Anderson. 
It is fitting that this little 
volume should be printed in 
Japan, although it was writ­ 
ten in New York by Lore Col­ 
lin of the New York State 
Training School for Boys.

For Garden Charm, 
Just Build 
Pond 
And Plant Acquatics 


No matter how small, a gar­ 
den pond lends a refreshing 
touch to the entire landscape. 
It also gives the gardener an 
opportunity to grow acquatic 
anti waterside plants. 
Once the planting is done, 
there’s not much maintenance 
for the pond gardener, accord­ 
ing to the California Assn. of 
Nurserymen, since weeds are 
practically 
non-existent 
and 
insect pests few. 
Exquisite, 
fragile 
looking 
water lilies come in a wide 
range of flower colors (some 
are changeable), sizes, and are 
often fragrant. Planting in in­ 
dividual containers of rot-re­ 
sistant wood makes for easier 
manipulation. Mix soil with 
manure 
and 
a 
little 
bone 
meal; then spread sand or 
gravel over top to aid in keep­ 
ing water clear. 
Other ideal acquatic plants 
are reeds. A few which will 
thrive in either a sunny or 
shady exposure are: Egyptian 
Papryrus, Horsetail Reed and 
Umbrella Plant. 
Egyptian Paprus readies a 
height of six feet— topped by 
a spreading umbel of thread­ 
like rays. Horsetail reed has a 
picturesque, grass-like beauty. 
It’s interestingly jointed 
to 


offer a unique tropical effect. 
Umbrella plant, a more dwarf 
member 
of 
the 
paper-reed 
family 
grows 
to 
approxi­ 
mately three feet. The com­ 
mon name is eppropo since 
its 
deep 
green 
stems 
are 
topped with an umbrella-like 
crown of broad-bladed, grassy 
leaves. 


To give color to the edge of 
the pond, try the blues of pro­ 
lific forget-me-nots; or clumps 
of alyssum in white, violet or 
pink; or the vivid hues of 
creeping phlox. Japanese and 
Siberian Iris and Yellow H ags 
are three of the many taller 
plants which make choice wa­ 
terside plantings. One shrub 
which is a “ natural” is Rose 
Mallow 
Hibiscus, 
a 
native 
swamp plant, with its giant 
flowers of white, pink or red. 
Of course, the nurserymen 
stress, the fact that if all of 
their other cultural require­ 
ments are met. most any plant 
of your choosing can go into 
the pondside landscape. 
The ripple of running w a­ 
ter and cooling effect. This 
explains the popularity of the 
artificial t i e r e d waterfalls 
found at many nurseries. It 
may be installed easily beside 
the pond or in its own setting.

of the wall and the terrace 
slab. 


Such a patterned wall is 
strong and durable. Properly 
mixed mortar binds the con­ 
crete blocks in place. Firm ­ 
ness is achieved by laying up 
five or six solid rows of block 
on poured concrete footings 
to form a load-carrying base.
